assault, non-supnrt, cruelty, etc.

retaliated with a cross-bill, in which he 
accused h i s M i f e and her relatives with 
conspiracy to put him out of the way in 
order to gel lit his fort une 


A I.e^at-y i'rovoil His Ktiiii. 


This fortune consists of an estate of $()0t- 


01)0, lei t him by his mother, who died re- 
cently in Chicago. From the time that he 
came into t his money Storrs started in on 
a wild, aimless lihvluring which he passed 
through all son s of strange adventures. 
His wife and her family have long since 
asserted that he was insane, and his ac- 
tions cert linly bore out this idea. He 
made tlie remarkable charge of conspiracy 
and attempted robbery against his wife, 
and one ol his favorite amusements was to 
go about among 1 he Xew York newspaper 
offices ana re! lie his alhged trouble to all 
Mho would listen to him. lie also wrote 
a series of letters to his brother-in-law, 
Edgar Station!, of Mount Vermin, N. Y. 


Declared To ISe Insane.
